The existence of 


a monopoly depends on the ability of a 
combination of capital to control the 
output and distribution of a commod 
ity1 It seems very clear that monopo 
lies in commercial staples is poss ble 
in the United States only because com 
petition is not open to the world, and 
the protected tariff Is convicted of re 
•ponsibihty 
The first step, then, in 


an honest attempt to correct the evils 
from which we suffer, is to remove the 
protection the tariff gives to monopoly 
and force it into world competition 


"But the Republican party will not 


take this step 
The protective tariff is 


an inter-dependent mutuality of greed 
Let an attempt be made to remove the 
protection afforded one Industry and 
every industry that feeds on pro 
tection will cry out in pair 
Like 


a flock of English sparrows that comes 
noisily to the succor of one that has 
emitted cries of distress the entire 
protection brood will join m a chorus
